One fact connected with the list of J udges 
and other election officers, deserves special no- 
tice. We believe we are correct in saying that 
in the w hole list there are only two or three who 
are not member* of the Know-Nothing organi- 
zation, and among the most violent and pro- 
scriptive of the order.

Thi* gentleman is failure No. 3. He started 
out with great eclat — did some things well, and 
promised better. The self-conceit exhibited in 
his public demonstration did not augur well ; 
but skill and clliciency often accompany no 
small amount of self-importance. Geary, more 
over, went to Kansas opportunely for himself. 
The use of bleeding Kansas was nearly at an 
end ; disturbers of the peaee were nearly ex- 
hausted, and peace would have followed itself 
Boon ; aud the new Governor bad the power to 
hasten it. 

The first act that shocked the country was 
the arbitrary arrest of a man discharged by a 
judicial tribunal ; on the back of that the Gov- 
ernor refused to eommission a man regularly 
appointed to office. He had no diseretion in 
this case by law, and iti» refusal emuot be jus- 
tified. Now, if a Governor expects to enforce 
the law, he must not set the example of tramp- 
ling law under foot. 

He has at last resigned, and the first we hear 
of him is from the St. Louis Democrat. He 
gives the editor a long account of things in 
Kansas, which the said editor publishes. Wo 
cannot hold Governor Geary responsible for this 
account, as it may misrepresent him ; but the 
remark of a free State man upon the w hole mat- 
ter is very a;ipro//os. “Governor Geary will not 
do,*’ said he, after reading this account. “ He 
will not do ; he is nutd and scared.'' His com- 
plaint that his documi-nt* that were directed to 
him were disturbed, has no foundation, we under- 
atanJ, except that by mistake one pamphlet got 
to the Surveyor’* office, and was immediately 
taken directly to him. The fifty men under 
oath to assassinate him, was a wild and crazy 
apprehension. Where is the evidence of any 
eucu infamous conspiracy ? I low happens it 
that nobody in Kansas was aware of such a 
meditated villainy ? Geary has li»teued to the 
mendacious suggestions of designing men. 
whose interest it was to falsify and exaggerate. 
Tiie conduct of Sherrod was bad enough, bu: 
the provocation was great. The Governor, 
without law, refused his commission, and tin 
reasons for this extraordinary act, much again.-: 
the character of Sherrod, were a common talk: 
and, as he and his friends said, very unjust. 
This goaded him to llm desperate conduct that 
ended in his death. The Governor becum 
alarmed at the cracking of pistols — a sound not 
at ail familiar to his ears. He ought to have 
been schooled in California awhile. A few 
years ago, a gentleman says, lie had several 
time* do; Led behind posts to shun the bullet* 
that were filing about in certain localities. But. 
nevertheless California got along, and didn’t 
call for help ; her officers didn’t run away 
Kansas has been a lawless place ;but the peoplt 
lawless there would be lawless anywhere. Wt 
have had more lawlessness here in Louisville 
than in all K in*a*,and more men killed in a more 
barbarous manner. Our elections have been 
more of a sham than the slirickers pretend they 
were in that Territory ; but still we can get 
along with Americans ruling A merica, however 
*ii constitutional aud lawless. Our authorities 
are no better than Kansas authorities, if the 
latter are as bad as they have been represented. 

We want a Governor of Kansas that will 
neither get mud nor scared, and there will be 
no trouble there more than elsewhere. It is 
mere party interest that magnifies events in 
Kansas, that would pass off in other places with 
an ordinary notice. Let the authorities get 
neither mad nor scared, and all will be well. 

Governor Geary has resigned, aud it is well 
that lie has ; perhaps the account of the St. 
Louis Democrat exaggerates, or misrepresents 
him : wc should only hold him accountable for 
statements over his own signature.

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O’ Wc see that the organ follows up Un- 
comments of the Bla<-k Republican brethren by 
publishing a long communication criticising the 
late decision of the Supreme Court in the Dred 
Scott case ; the editor himself reserving his 
opinion to be put forth hereafter. We can t 
guess now which of the editor’s antecedents he 
will follow, for he has been on all sides of the 
question : but we presume he will take the 
wrong side. He and his correspondent had bet- 
ter wait until they know exactly what the ques- 
tion is; and, indeed what the case is. It is 
usual for the Supreme Coui-t to hand ins decis 
ion to (he Clerk to be published in due course ; 
but the minority in this case delayed a day, and 
their opinions appeared iu full in the newspaper* 
the same day, or the day after. This was a 
vacritiee of judicial decorum to party aspirations. 
The opinion of the majority has not been pub 
fished iu full — only an abstract of it. The allies 
liad therefore better wait until they are sure 
what they are criticising. This critic dwells on 
one point that m ikes up the whole of his argu 
ment : and that is, that the F ederal Govern 
ment has the power of a Plate Government 
over a Territory. If this has been decided, it 
is a very loose and crude decision. 

The Federal Government has no power but 
what is grinted in the Federal Constitution ; 
and if it has the power over a Territory that a 
State Legislature has over a State, where is such 
a power obtained ? The right to acquire im- 
plies the right to govern : but how to govern is 
the question. Tiie Federal Government mav 
exercise over acquired territory the power 
grauted in the Constitution an 1 no more. Where 
is the Federal Government to get any other 
power ? But the Federal Court has not decided 
generally that Congress has over a Territory the 
power that a State government has over a State. 
The case was one of maritime law, if we are 
not mistaken, and goes no further than an opin 
ion of jurisdiction of a case under maritime 
law. But we shall not discuss the point at pres- 
ent, as wo have not yet the decision in full, aud 
shall wait until wc are sure whst it is.

O* The St. Louis Democrat, of Wednesday 
evening, says: 

The steamboat Amazon, Capt. P. M. Chou- 
teau, struck it su.tg ut the mouth of the Mis- 
-outi river yesterday, and sank in six or eight 
l'eet water. She had on board but little freight 
at the time, consisting chiefly of 2011 barrels 
lard, GJO coils rope, and sundry small lots freight 
of no great value. The boat also had on board 
200 head ot cattle and a lot of hogs, probably 
200 to 300 head. As soon as the boat struck, 
she was hea cd for a bar, and now lies with the 
water over the main deck at the stern, with the 
bow out of water. 

The cattle and hogs were cut loose and driven 
overboard, and a large number of them were 
drowned before reaching shore. The Amazon 
was one of the most valuable boats in the trade 
of the Missouri river. She was owned by Capt. 
Chouteau, her commander, and other parties, 
valued at $40,000, and partially inaured. The 
snag entered the bow aud tore the hull badly, 
but it is thought she can be raised. Capt. Chou- 
teau and his brother, the clerk, came from the 
mouth of the Missouri in the Periia, that ar- 
rived from Lasalle yesterday. 

The river at this point is rising, caused by 
the late rains. During the 24 hour* ending at 
noon to-day, it had risen from 4 to 6 inches. 
All the upper rivers arc rising except the Mis- 
souri.
